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During 1947 Informant Detroit T-6, of known reliability, 
stated that. he believed ROBERT MOUNSEY had acted as the local reporter in 
the St. Joseph, Benton Harbor. area for the "Michigan Herald." 


Receding. to Informant Detroit T-7, of known reliability, 
the "Michigan Herald" is now known as the "Michigan Edition - The Worker" 
which is the Michigan. edition of "The Worker," an east coast Communist 
publication. 


During October, 1951 Informant Detroit T-2 stated that 
he met the Subject and subsequently attended meetings of the 
Communist Party at Subject's home when he resided at 3084 State Street, 
St. Joseph, Michigan, Informant further stated that prior to attending the 
above-mentioned meetings he knew MOUNSBY was active in the Communist Party 
after becoming acquainted with his associates and conversations with LEO WEST. 
Informant said he did not believe Subject had ever held an office in the 
Communist Party; however, he was evidently highly regarded and trusted 
because he was usually one of the local members who was contacted by the 
District Communist Party organizer. 


. During July, 1950 Informant Detroit T-8, of known 
reliability, stated that Subject attended a meeting of the section committee 
of the Western Michigan Section Communist Party which was held in the home 
of a Communist Party member at Cobert, Michigan on July 2, 1950. According 
to Informant this meeting as well as all meetings of the section committee 
was a closed meeting attended by one of the representatives from each of the 
Communist Party clubs in the area. 


Informant Detroit T+8 stated during September, 1950 that 
ROBERT MOUNSEY would probably not attend any future meetings of the Party 
inasmuch as he had signed a non-Communist affidavit at his place of employment. 
According to Informant. Subject was planning to continue his monthly donations 
to the Communist Party club covering his area of residence. 


JOHN SOOS, former financial secretary of Local 931 UE 
and presently employed in the Employee Relations Department, Whirlpool 
Corporation, advised that he has known Subject for the past five years and 
that they both served on the Executive’ Board of lecal 931 UE during 1949 
and 1950, SO0OS said he first became aware of Subject's Communist Party 
sympathies when he was a close associate of LEO WEST. According to S00S 
MOUNSEY sided with WEST on political views and on more than one occasion 
would second the motion presented by WEST during meetings of the union local. 


SOCS also said he had heard that Subject had been attending 
Communist Party meetings in the Benton Harbor area ever since 1948. In view 
of the fact that SOOS is no longer a member of the UE he said he was not 
aware of any Communist Party activities on the part of the Subject. 
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S008 claimed that MOUNSEY was very eeryeesad to sign a 
non-Communist affidavit whichiwas required of. ald Whirlpool employees during 
1950. S 


described MOUNSEY as a very essive indivi and one who has been very 
active in union affairs. said he has personally heard the Subject 
openly. advocate Communism to his fellow employees and has heard of the 

same through other employees. [Jsesersbes MOUNSEY as being the type 

of individual whom he would not trust.
